This  language  should  apply  to  everything 
disclosed  on  the  form  including  square  footage.  The  legislation  should  also 
include  amendments  to  the  Planning  code  and  Building  Code  requiring  that  the 
public  notice  of  building  permit  and  conditional  use  applications  include  the  name 
under  which  the  organization  will  be  doing  business.

Commission,  requesting  the  youth  commissioners,  as  well  as  the  Executive 
Director,  present  to  the  Finance  and  Labor  Committee  a  summary  of  the  March
